rules to govern future elections. Dis- 
approval of some of the practices 
which it was alleged were prevalent 
at the last election was voiced liy 
the Council.

several prominent undergraduates of 
the Faculty of Arts. Investigation 
was first made Into the question of 
whether or not two ballots had been 
in any case issued to one voter. It 
was shown that in no known case was 
Ibis done, nor had any ballots been 
received by the returning officers 
bearing the erasure of one name and 
the substitution of another. Peter A. 
(j. Clark, president of the Arts' Un- 
dergraduate Society, stated that the 
ballots had been counted before 
being issued to tho scrutineers for 
distribution among voters. 

It was agreed by both the Council 
and the other undergraduates In at- 
tendance that persons guilty of in- 
fluencing voters In the polling rooms 
should be censured, but should not 
he subject to personal punishment, In 
view of the absence of any express 
rules dealing with the conduct of 
elections, and In view of the fact 
that a suitable polling room had not 
been provided for the election. The 
conduct of persons who make It their 
business to reach as many voters as 
possible, to personally escort them to 
the polls, and to see that they obtain 
ballots was also disapproved of by 
Hi" Council, as well as the conduct 
of students who make It their busi- 
ness to be present at the ballot box 
and to sec that the ballot Is writ- 
ten. 

The question of the t ailing of meet- 
ings by class president at which one 
candidate only is asked to speak was 
next taken*up. This was taken by 
the Council as a misuse of the power 
of a class officer for political pur- 
poses, and was lisapproved of. while

Moose Factory Possesses a Re-, 
markably Well Adapted 
Climate for Vegetables. 

The Science Undergraduate Society 
held its second meeting for this ses- 
sion last evening in the Chemistry 
and Mining UuUdIng, Following the 
trend of all the Society's meetings 
held this year, there was a very poor 
attendance, in all about eighteen of 
whom only twelve were Science un- 
dergraduates. N'oi a single repre- 
sentative of the Freshman class was 
at hand; the Sophomores bail one 
present, while the rest were mainly 
third and fourth year men. together 
with a few visitors. i 

After waiting until about nine 
o'clock in hopes of a few more men 
turning up, A. II. Milne, President 
of tin' Society. Introduced the speak- 
er of the evening. Mr. II. A. Caul- 
kins, a graduate of Science I.'. 

The lecture, which was excellently 
illustrated by numerous slides, con- 
sisted in the main of a description of 
a number of exploration trips taken 
during the seasons of 1911, 1913 and 
1914, to Ungavu. These trips were 
taken for the purpose of Investigat- 
ing and making a survey of the min- 
eral resources of the east coast id' 
James May, und also of the Hudson 
Hay. 

The 1911 and 1912 trips were made 
by way of the Missanable Uiver route 
through Northern Ontario. This route 

offers many advantages over most of 

the other routes in Hint the distance 
to Moose Factory is somewhat short- 
er, being only about 800 miles by 
this route. There are only some six 
portages, aggregating lour miles, and 
while the longest is 1 Vis miles, there 
Is a waggon trail, which lessens the 
work somewhat. Some of the other 
routes are somewhat better than this 
with regard to the number of por- 
tages, however, their Increased dis- 
tance more than overbalances this 
point in their favor. 

However. In late summer it may be 
necessary tp choose one of these 
other routes, BUCh as the Albany 
river route, us there may be some 
difficulties encountered in the first 
system, due to low water. 

One slide which attracted much at- 
tention was a picture of the "Con- 
so called by the In- 
dians, Conjuror's House consists ol I 
a pinnacle of rnck, perhaps fifty 
feet high, standing alone in the 
I midst of the boiling rapids of an angry 
I river.

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CHRISTMAS FELLOWSHIP. 

There arc many people in Canada this year to whom Christmas 
will bring only sad memories and aching hearts. In the year Hint 
is just closing so many of our finest young men have fallen in buttle 
that there are few homes in the British Empire that have not been 
directly or indirectly afflicted, and il is .just on such festive oc- 
casions when loved ones from all corners of the land gather again 
about their own firesides, and when in every Christian community 
joy bells are ringing, ii is just at such a time that one's bereave- 
ment comes home with greater bitterness than ever before. And 
yet there are certain considerations in the present situation that 
should help us to bo cheerful and happy as this season approaches. 
We have never seen in this country such a spirit of devotion and 
self-sacrifice as has been shown by our sons in the past two years; 
and it is stimulating and hopeful to realize that evidence has been 
given us in abundance that even in most obscure and perhaps ordin- 
ary individuals there are capacities of fine heroism and noble self- 
forgotfulness, Wo are told that the men at the front are cheer- 
ful and in as far as it is possible to be. contented. Let us not 
weaken their bauds at home here by showing at this time a de- 
jected or discouraged spirit. The day demands that those of us 
who arc here shall undertake responsibilities that the men who 
arc at the front would have taken were they not engaged in 
a larger enterprise. Let those of us who stay at home give evi- 
dence of a possession of that same spirit of self-sacrifice by sharing 
what we have with the vast numbers in every community who have 
little or nothing. After all. Christmas is children's day. It com- 
memorates the birth of a child. Its happiness and its joy centres 
about home ties and affections. In our own city, and in all the 
communities to which the students of McGill will now disperse, 
there are many little children who look with expectant hearts for 
great things at this time. They have been taught to believe in 
the mythical personage who brings good things. There is no time 
in lit'.' when reality is so sternly demanded as in childhood, and 
the realization of the dreams of many poor children and their future 
faith in humanity depends upon our good-will ami our unselfishness 
at this time. So long as there are little children living in condi- 
tions of hardship, suffering and extreme poverty, to whom Christ- 
mastime brings only cold hands, cold hearts and empty stockings, 
just so long is their disappointment our millstone of shame. How- 
ever great the guilt on the part of negligent and indolent parents 
may be. the responsibility for their condition does not rest upon 
the children; and at this scusoty of the year, if at no other time, 
our hearts should go out in sympathy and in eager fellowship to 
those who have so little. For the children's sake let us all join 
hands to make this the gladdest season of the year.

with the loss of nearly one hundred 
lives. When the Germans were just 
beginning to tuake^rtheir fire effec- 
tive, they perceived a squadron of 
British cruisers, anil to their good 
fortune a fog arose, which enahled 
them to make pood llielr escape. The 
winter weather is particularly suit- 
able to raiding because of (ho ac 
i-ompanying fogs. The German ships 
could e.hoose their own time in which' 
to raid, and I heir own weather con- 
ditions to suit. Th.- sinking of the 
lilucher, however, and the narrow es- 
cape of the whole German squadron 
made them soon give up the idea of 
future raids. 

It was only a lucky hit made oy the 
Seydlltz on the Lion at. a critical 
moment thai saved the Germans from 
the loss of at least three of their 
ships. The feed-tank on the Lion 
was damaged so badly that s,'ie had 
to be towed into port by the Indoni- 
, liable. The Ulucher had pone down 
early In the fight, but owing to the 
fact that Admiral .Moore, who. in the 
JTincess Royal, continued the pur. 
suit after the damage to the Lion, 
feared that the llritish ships might 
be damaged by hostile mines. Hie 
Hermans escaped without lo.sing any 
more of their squadron. Two of their 
finest battle-cruisers, however, were 
badly damaged. 

In its Indirect effects this bailie 
was most important; it convinced the 
German Admiralty that any further 
attempts at raids were not worth 
While. For a year they made no con- 
siderable excursion from the Kiel 
Canal until tin- great light off Jul- 
land. Tiie misgiving felt when the 
first accounts of this battit) were 
made public was not dispelled until 
three days later, when it became plain 
that. Jellicoe had won a decisive vic- 
tory. The encounter, of course, was 
by far the greatest 'in history, and 
possessed all the unusual features 
that bave rendered this war unique. 
On May 31, near the mouth of the 
Bhager flack, the German cruisers 
met Admiral Heatly's squadron. The 
latter realized fully, when Von Hipper 
began to turn south in order to make 
a Junction with the German battle 
fleet, that he would have to support 
u fight against superior fores, but 
he wished to give Jellicoe time to 
iomo Into action. The Iobs of the 
Indefatigable and Queen Mary, which 
took place la three-quarters of an 
hour, was a serious loss to fleatty, 
but when be altered bis course to 
Hie north his position was much im- 
proved. The Germans then had eith- 
er to change their course and suffer 
heavily in doing so, or engage the 
llritish battle fleet. At ten minutes 
to six, Jellicoe was sighted, and an 



hour later he came into action. The 
enemy's battle-cruisers now made 
lor Heligoland, suffering from the fire ' 
of the big British ships, who had 
really only about an hour lu which 
to avenge their early losses. 

The Urltlsh gunnery much sur- 
passed that of their opponents at this 
stage, and what good use they made 
of their time may be seen by the fact 
that the known German losses 
amounted to 119,(100 tons, as against 
11U.000 tons of the llritish fleet. Af- 
ter nine o'clock, it was Impossible to 
pursue the enemy further, owing to 
the German mines and submarines, 
but the destroyers did good work, 
and sent several or Von Scheor's 
cruisers to the bottom. These losses 
greatly weakened the German fleet, 
for they were left almost without 
cruisers, and hence practically blind. 
I Whatever may have been the plan of 

I the Germans In coming oui. il was 
completely unsucc essful. 

It Is particularly Interesting to note 
that throughout, the much-heralded 
German submarines and torpedo craft 
failed to gain them any advantage, 
while the British destroyers covered i 
themselves with glory. The perforin- I 
ance of the battleships was another | 
notable feature. 

Mince this defeat, the Germans | 
have not ventured to make a move | 
with their fleet. It is oi. the sub- 
marine and Its commerce-destroying 
powers that they have rested all their 
hopes, and they have little enough 
to cheer them even in thai direction. 



PHRYNE AND 
FRANKENSTEIN. 

(The following is the last of the let- 
ters of this interesting series. It is 
a matter of regret that I'hryne finds 
she cannot continue the correspond- 
ence, but us she has the final say in 
the matter we can only abide by her 
decision. — Bd. Note.) 

Hear I'hryne,— Instead of discuss- 
ing the Great War (which I am 
scarcely competent to do), I am go- 
ing to talk about other things. 

The other night I was present at 
a meeting of the "f.it." The subject 
of the debate was Prohibition. 1 was 
I struck by the absurdity and irrele- 
vanee of most of the arguments, es- 
pecially those of the anti-prohibition- 
ists. No one attempted to deny that 
humanity could get along without 
drink, and that drunkenness was a 
great evil. but severul speakers 
pointed out that there were other 
evils, such as war, poverty, vice, etc. 
Besides, they said, some people' will 
always drink, and you can't prevent 
them.

If drunkenness is not the 
only evil, if there are others as grave 
and as difficult to deal with, why, 
then, all the more reason for at- 
tempting to get rid of some of these 
evils!

Tobacco requires a large amount of care throughout 

its growth. Constant shallow cultivation is practised after the 
tobacco plants are set out until they have reached a size where further 
cultivation would damage the leaves and injure the roots. The plant, in its 
early stages is liable to injury from the attacks of the tobacco-worm and other 
parasites which commit great devastation in the crops. To prevent the 
leading stem from running up too quickly to flower and seed, and so starving 
the leaves, the tup is nipped off with the thumb nail, leaving only nine or 
twelve leaves on each stem. Later on the suckers or shoots which now make 
their appearance at the junction of the leaves and about the roots of the 
plants, are removed. Tobacco is also subject to " firing," a kind of blight 
causing much injury to the crops. The planter must, therefore, protect nis 
crop against all these possible injuries by proper spraying and cultivating. 

All of these different operations take time and cost money, but the 
increased price which the planter receives for his crop warrants the 
expenditure and care.

SIX MONTHS AFTER STAKING. 

At the expiration of six months from the date of the staking, the pros 
pector, to retain bis rights, must take ont a mining license. 

MINING LICENSE. 

The mining license may cover 40 to 200 acres in unsurveyed territory 
The price of this license is Fifty Cents an acre per year, and a fee of $10.00 
on issue. It is valid for one year, and is renewable on the same terms, on 
producing an affidavit that during the year work has been performed to the 
extent of at least twenty-five days' labor on each forty acres. 

MINING CONCESSION. 

Notwithstanding the above, a mining concession may be acquired at any 
time at the rate of $5.00 an acre for SUPERIOR METALS, and $3.00 an acre 
for INFERIOR MINERALS. 

The attention of proBpectoi-B is specially called to the territory in the 
North-Western part of the Province of Quebec, north of the height of land, 
where important mineralized belts are known to exist.

Act, 1914," that during the first week in January, 1917, an inventory will be made 
by the Post Office Authorities, of every male between the ages of sixteen and sixty- 
five, residing in Canada. 

National Service Cards and addressed envelopes for their return to Ottawa 
have been placed in the hands of all Postmasters for distribution amongst the 
persons required to fill in such cards. Every male person of the prescribed ages 
is required to fill in and return a card enclosed in an envelope within ten days 
of its receipt. 

Any person who fails to receive a card and envelope may obtain the same 
upon application to the nearest Postmaster.
